ship. All tbe young men of the State 
who were eligible for the position wore 
invited to compete for the prize. T. 
0. Butterly stood highest among the 
candidates between the age of 17 and 
22 years and received the appointment, 
Qeorge R. Bliss, who stood next on ihe 
list, being named as alternate. 
Young 


Batterly died at West Point and Mr. 
Newlands has nominated young Ells1*, 
who stood next to Butterly at the com 
petitive 
examination, 
to 
fill 
the 


vacancy. It now transpires that Mr. 
Newlands, without a competitive e\- 
amination, bag named Stanley Hamil- 
ton, son of Lieutenant Hamilton, mili- 
tary instructor at the State University, 
alteinate for young Bliss. 
This has 


caused much dissatisfaction, especially 
among the students at the University, 
who have asked Mr. Newlands to re- 
voke the nomination. The students 
claim that in tbe event of the failure of 
young Bliss to pass the military exami- 
nation there oa^ht to bo a competitive 
examination opjn to all the young 
men of the State who desire to enter 
West Point Acadeoy, and in this they 
are right. 
There is also a vacancy at 


the Annapolis Naval Academy and it 
devolves upon Mr. Rowlands to iiomi- 
i.ato a young man for the place. He 
has signified his intention to order a 
competitive examination open to all, 
the appointment to be given to the 
young man who stands highest in the 
class. 


While Mr. Newlands has the right 


to appoint whom he pleases to tiie 
West Point and Annapolis academies, 
provided they aro physically aud in- 
tellectually up to the requirements, of 
the respective institutions, it gives 
more general satisfaction to have the 
young men prove their superior fitness 
for such places and win their laurels at 
a competitive examination. The Jorp.- 
NAL is a firm believer in that method of 
selecting cadets, and the writer \vas 
the first to advocate the system in 
Nevada.

If a 
young man who is and has been attend- 
ing the public schools or the Uni- 
rersity in this State for the* last year 
and a half or more should in a fair 
flght achieve a victory, the cry of non- 
resident will meet with no response 
from the thinking and liberal-minded 
citizens.

The New York Chamber of Commerce, 


many of whose membeis are under ob- 
ligations to the gold trust, has resolved 
to prosecute the agitation against the 
free coinage of silver with vigor. It 
also resolved to issue an address in- 
viting the co-operation of all commer- 
cial bodies in the movement to secure 
the adoption by the National conven- 
tions of the old political parties of un- 
equivocal declarations in favor of the 
maintenance of the present standard of 
value. 


It is now stated that the weaUhy men 


of New York, who have heretofore con- 
tributed liberally to the campaign fund 
of tbe Republican and 
Democratic 


parties, threaten to lock up their check 
books and throw nickels in the con 
tribution box when it is passed if the 
conventions do not adopt a straight-out 
gold standard platform. The Republi- 
cans demand the removal of Senator 
Carte? of Montana from the Chairman- 
ship of the Republican National Com- 
mittee. If this demand is not com- 
plied with, or if any compromise is 
made with the silver men at the St. 
Louis Convention, they will pull their 
purse strings tight and not give a cent 


—tor campaign purposes. 


An attempt to remove Chairman 


Carter will determine whether be pre- 
fers position to free silver. If he re- 
cedes from the place he now occupies 
by the side of Senator Teller in the

Five pieces of script, viz, 301 A-B-C- 


D-E were nsuod for said Chas. Musso, 
which, it is alleged, he never received. 


The script was taken possession of 


by the Special Commissioner of the 
United States, appointed by the same 
Act of Congress. He forwarded it to 
the Superintendent of Indian Affairs in 
Minnesota, who advertised for 
the 


owner, Charles Musso. 


The script was soon claimed by W. 


S. Chapman of Nevada, who presented 
a paper claiming to bo an attorney in 
fact for said Charles Musso, which was 
signed in Hennepin, Minnesota, July 9, 
1863. 
As such attorney in fact he ex- 


ecuted or pretended relinquishment 
and received the script. 


The paper was, it is alleged, nothing 


more qr less than a forgery. Chapman 
applied for a patent on the land, which 
is near Reno, and received it on Sep- 
tember 15,1864. 


In the meantime Charles Musso 


turned up, and upon being made ac- 
quainted with his rights applied for 
his script in April, 1892, and in this 
way the fraud was discovered. 


The establishment of the allegation, 


it is expected, will mako the patent 
void, and the title of those now enjoy- 
ing the benefit will be worthless, and it 
will become the property of the half- 
breed Indian.

bidder. 


We have been informed the County 


Commissioners have been in the habit 
of loaning for private use tool? belong- 
ing to the county. We recommend this 
practice be discontinued. 


We have examined very thoroughly 


into the alleged embezzlement case 
wherein Mr. T. K. Hymers, as Chair- 
man of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners, sold to'JMr. F^Vallaiueonit a 
piece of land nfer said Vallaineourt's 
house in Powning's Addition, receiving 
therfor sevdnty-flve f76) dollars and 
giving a receipt for the amount signed 
as Chairman of the Board of County 
Commissioners and keeping the money 
in his poaession for several yeais. 


We have examined several witnesses 


and find that Mr. Hymers, acting for 
the Board of County Commissioners 
and with the advice of the then Dis- 
trict Attorney, T. V. Julion, did agree 
to sell said piece of land to said Vallain- 
court for one hundred and twenty-five 
(125) dollars. 


That said Vallaincourt paid Hymers 


seventy-five (75J dollars on account of 
said land, taking Hymers'receipt there- 
for, 
which receipt also stated that 


Vallaincourt should have a deed for 
said land from Washoe county when 
the balance of the agreed price, fifty 
(50) dollars, was paid. That Vallain- 
court never completed his part of the 
contract by paying the remaining fifty 
(50) dollars, and that Hymers retained 
in his possession the seventy-five (75) 
dollars for about four (4) years aud 
then paid the amount back to Vallain- 
court. 
This entire transaction was 


illegal and contrary to law and Mr. 
Hymers deserves to ba censured for 
presuming to do the county business in 
this manner, but acting 'vith the advice 
of the District Attorney and with a 
knowledge of the other members of the 
Board removes the suspicion that there 
was any criminal intention. Had there 
been cause for action the same would 
now be barred by the statute of limita- 
tion, 


We have investigated (he matter of 


the moving of the pest house. We find 
the house in good condition.

lets, heart, lung and brain tablets.

medicines all their lives buy these tab- 
lets of one Port or another, because 
most of them are supposed to be well 
recognized remedies. 
Most of tho tab- 


lets are advertised only in medical jour- 
nals, in accordance with tho require- 
ments of tho medical code, and many 
of them, no doubt, have obtained their 
popularity thiough their use by reputa- 
ble physicians.
